inspection board arrived 
at Rockland, 


Maine, last night to conduct the official 
trial of the big battleship Arkansas they 
found that when passing through Two 
Bush channel entrance to Penobscot bay 
Sunday afternoon

touched the bottom. She bounced along 
on this reef for a distance of 44 feet, 
most of the wav just below the forward 
boiler rooms.

The contention that the statute did not apply m this 
particular instance for the reason that the Fort Wayne 
exhibition is not an "agricultural" fair within thc mean- 
ing of the law has seemed to us to be1 extremely, far- 
fetched, and Judge Merryman's finding'indicates that the 
court holds much the same view. 


To the lay mind, unversed in legal technicalities and 


unfamiliar with the numberless intricacies of the law that 
often serve only to becloud a cause intead of illuminating 
it, the fight of Mr. Steward and his associates has appeared 
like a lost cause from the. moment Sheriff Eeichelderfer 
made his famous raid under the "blind tiger" law kst 
September. It was not to be expected that a financially 
profitable traffic that had gained arrogant self-assurance 
because it had been tolerated for years would surrender 
without a fight, but the court's finding is clear cut and 
'definite. Unless it is overturned by a higher court, it 
means that the fair ground saloon is an extremely dead 
duck. Even the announcement that in all probability an 
appeal will be taken in no way minimizes the importance 
of the signal victory that has been won by the temperance 
forces at this stage of the fight.

The first contests to come 
up were those of'Arkansas, Alabama 
and Arizona. It was hot believed tha 
they would be disposed of until late-on 
Saturday, and it was certain that th 
ruling in all three would be in favor o 
the Taft men. 


Offer of Compromise. 


Believing that the followers- of th 


president had gotten out and thor 
oughly oiled up the steam roller pop- 
ularized, by Colonel Roosevelt's lieu- 
tenants four years ago, when 
the 


claims of the "allies"' were ruthlessly 
shattered, the Roosevelt leaders today 
were suggesting that the committee 
should seat all of the contesting dele- 
gations -and split the vote between the 
so-called regulars and the contesting 
representatives. But the Taft people 
declined to consider any such sugges- 
tion. 
"There will be few split delegations 


this year," declared Victor Rosewater 
vice chairman of the.committee. "The 
issues, are too plainly involved. 
This 


committees cannot-dodge. It will decide 
each case on Its merits and will issue 
the certificates to the men that are en 
titled to them." 


The Committee's Policy. 


Incidentally the committee at th 


outset made it very plain that it ha< 
no intention of rattling the politipa 
skeleton. It will not go back of the 
face of the returns. Where a contest- 
ing delegation can seriously assail the 
legality of the election of the regular 
delegates it will have a chance to win, 
[but where the claim 1s of fraud, in- 
1 timidation or juggling of roll calls, the 
committee will take the position that 
it has not the power to review the acts 
of a convention. 
The Taft men will 


benefit greatly -by this ruling, as it will 
throw out most of'the contests from 
the south, where the Rooseveit conven- 
tions were held weeks after the con- 
ventions had regularly elected a set of 
Taft delegates. 
Most of these con- 
tests were not suggested until after the 
visit to the southern states of the 
Hoosevelt contest manager, Ormsby 
McHarg. and the committee will take 
the position that it cannot seat the
